One of the first testa of such laws 
came In the case of Huber vs. Hell-

tried to vote la the 1S66 election. 
Huber. an eiectJon oUleUl, reiujed 
to accept RelUy's ballot on the 
grounds that though he had been 
registered for -the -Civil .war .draft, 
he never had served, and never had 
furnished a substitute nor paid, the 
required fees to buy exemption from 
service.
